Thomas L. Fekete has been agreed upon 
by Senators Cullom and Mason as Pustmas- 
ter at East St. Louis, and he will naturally 
receive the appointment. This is dircctly in 
line with a new policy, which may come to 
be generally adopted of allowing the de- 
feated Republican candidate for Congress to 
nominate the Postmasters in his district. It 
is taken for granted that the man who ran 
for Congress and was dcfeated is the natural 
representative of the Republicans in his dis- 
trict and should have a voice in the distribu- 
tion of the patronage. Ex-Congressman 
Murphy telegraphed on here indorsing Mr. 
Fekete and the Senators promptly agreed to 
the nomination on the theory referred to. 
They may not carry out this idea everywhere, 
but es far as possible they will defer to the 
wishes of the defeated candidate for Con- 
gress on the theory that he ought to have 
something to compensate him for his hard 
work during the campaign.

The diplomats claim that this is a cast-iron 
precedent which cannot be set aside, but 
during the present administration it is quite 
likely that Mr. Hobart may assert his rights 
and claim precedence over all the foreign- 
ers as being the constitutional heir to the 
throne. Some members of the Cabinet have 
claimed that they, too, being in the line of 
succession, would take rank as Princes ot 
the blood, and hence come ahead of the Am- 
bassadors. This contention has been gen- 
erally dropped, but there will have to bea 
decision before long in regard to the Vice- 
President.

Senator Mason is endeavoring to arrange 
his patronage matters so that he may be 
able to have more time to study up on im- 
portant questions now before the Senate. 
He proposes to take a hand in the tariff de- 
bate, and will of course look after numerous 
Illinois industries. When the tariff bill was 
completed in the House it was supposed that 
the schedule covering canned fruits, jellies, 
jams, and similar articles had been satis- 
factorily arranged to protect the interests 
of the canning factories which have come to 
be such important fectors in the rural dis- 
tricts of Illinois. The tariff protects the 
fruit, and it protects the glass or tin, but it 
does not protect the cost of putting up, which 
is the real labor. For instance, jelly, jam, 
olive oil, or fruits of various kinds can be im- 
ported in bulk and also in small packagesat 
the same relative rate. The tin and glass are 
made subject to duty according to the usual 
schedule, but there is no tariff protection for 
the labor of canning. The Illinois Senators 
and Representatives have been importuned 
by the canning factories in the State to have 
a differential established between such goods 
in bulk and in small packages as to protect 
the canning industry. .

SCION OF ROMAN PATRICIANS DIES. 


Gerhard H. J. Decker, Formerly a 
Wealthy Citizen of Cologne, Ex- 
pires in His Adopted Home, 


Gerhard H. J. Decker, for many years one 
of the wealthiest citizens of Cologne, Ger- 
many, and a descendant of a patrician fam- 
ily that traced its ancestry to the Roman Um- 
pire, died yesterday at the family residence 
in the Irving Apartment Building, No. 308 
North State street. The funeral will be held 
on Friday from the Holy Name Cathedral. 

Mr. Decker was born in Cologne; April 7, 
1920. His father was a wealthy merchant 
and the son inherited his wealth. He added 
to it until in 186. he was counted worth 
near 700,000, and a number of municipal hon- 
ors had been heaped upon him. Converting 
his fortune into cash and securities Mr. 
Decker came to New York, landing on Sept. 
27, 1869. Three days later he arrived in Chi- 


cago. 

In the great Chicago fire he suffered heavy 
losses, aggregating, it is said, $500,000. From 
wealth he was reduced to moderate circum- 
stances. Since 1871 he has resided in retire- 
ment on the North Side. 

In 1849 Mr. Decker was married to Helen 
Orpinghaus, the daughter of Baron Orping- 
haus, one of the uential nobles of the 
Austrian Empire t children survive 
him, three of them ents of Chicago— 
Mrs, Leonard Swett, Miss Catherine, and 
Mise Agnes.

No member 
of the directory present would do so much as 
admit that any propositions were before it. 
The sole care of these gentlemen thus far 
has been to give Mr. Grau every opportunity, 
and even to exert their influence to induce 
him to continue. 

The prospécts are that the house will not 
be opened next season for more than a very 
brief engagement.

ANOTHER MIDNIGHT LAND DBAL, 


President Spalding Transfers 207 Lots 
to C. J. Ford at the Residence 
of Justice Hall. 


Vice President Henry W. Leman of the 
Chicago Title and Trust company yesterday 
learned that the deed by which President 
Spalding transferred to C. J. Ford 207 lots 
in Ford’s Subdivision was another mysteri- 
ous midnight land transaction.

Pacificos Shut in a Barn and the Build- 
ing Burned—Nearly Half the Popu- 
tion of Vuelte Abajo Province is 
Wipe Out—Six Hundred Cuban 
Widows Made by Butchery Since 
Christmas—In One Case Two Hun- 
dred and Eighty Pacificos Are Shot. 


{SPECIAL CABLE.) 

Pinar del Rio City, April 18.-(Copy- 
right, 1897.}—-The once fertile fieids of Vuelto 
Abajo are desolate and the province is vir- 
tually depopulated. The capital and towns 
contiguous to the Western railway, as well 
as coast ports garrisoned by Spanish troops, 
are overcrowded with starving refugees— 
men, women, and children—for the relief of 
whom no funds are at the government’s dis- 
posal. 

Well informed persons here assure me that 
no less than 40 per cent of the rural popula- 
tion have fallen victims of Gen. Melquiso's 
forces. Pacificos were killed without mercy 
under special instructions from Weyler, and 
a hundred instances might be mentioned 
where neither women nor children were 
spared. 

The following information of atrocities 
committed since New Year’s by Weyier's 
regulars and Melquizo’s guerrillas was given 
me by an ex-officer of the British army, who, 
with a permit from the palace at Havana 
and a pass from the civil Governor of San 
Pedro, recently made an extended tour 
through Pinar del Rio districts. Many of the 
more brutal crimes, he says, were committed 
in the district of Guano. 

Cubans Burned Alive. 

Juan Leon, a white pacifico and tobacco 
grower, upon whose estate a few rusty old 
machetes were found secreted, and Manuel 
Finca, his negro foreman, were tied to- 
gether, shut up, and left in a barn by 
guerrillas under Lieut. Caloft. During the 
night Spanish volunteers, led by Lieut. 
Cayetano Barquin, set fire to the barn, those 
confined within being burned alive. 

Another guerrilla chief, Samperio, went at 
night to the houses of Miguel Barrera Alva- 
rez and Nicholas ntoya and macheted 
them in their beds. Two old servants, Ra- 
fael Diaz and his wife, were also killed. 

One planter of prominence, Rafael Diaz, 
and three men working in his tobacco fleld 
were macheted by Gutierrez in broad day- 
light less than a league from Remates, their 
bodies being left by the roadside. 


Six Hundred Cuban Widows. 

Emilio Sanchez, 14 years old, paralytic 
from birth, was shot by the same force as an 
alleged rebel spy. In the districts of Paso 
Real, Remates Sabola, Portates, La Grifa, 
Juangomez, and San Juan y Martinez there 
are over 600 Cuban widows whose husbands 
have disappeared since Christmas. 

When Maignizo raided Cuevas de Satalo 
he had 280 unarmed pacificos shot as sus- 
pects. In Vinales seventeen others were 
bound and macheted.. Upon the outskirts of 
Guane the British traveler was shown a 
ditch into which he was told forty negro 
women and children, killed by Maignizo’s 
command, had been thrown. He attempted 
to photograph the spot, but was prevented 
by his escort. 

Around San Mateo numerous butcheries 
are also reported; the wife and six children 
of Anselmo Lescano, an insurgent leader 
of he district, were captured and macheted 
by one José Mesa, a Sergeant of Spanish 
volunteers. A negro woman and her boy, 
servants of the family, were also 
killed. The wife and two children of Les- 
cano’s brother were assassinated by Lieut. 
Vincente Gonzalez’s guerrillas near Los 
Francos. 

Another chief of volunteers, Manuel Me- 
lendez de Pilora, had Manuel Lazo and 
Tomas Borrejo, well known tobacco grow- 
ers, and two white farm hands, Manuel 
Igleseas and Miguel Lianes, an octogenarian, 
Antonio Durte, and four negro boys machet- 
ed and their bodies thrown into an old well. 


Crying for Bread. 

In every town and village visited my in- 
formant saw hundreds of pale-faced women, 
children, and decrepit old men, homeless 
and with outstretched arms, crying for 
bread. Huddled together by night, they 
sleep upon the sidewalks, in unoccupied 
stalls; or abandoned barracks.. Smallpox is 
spreading among them, hundreds are suffer- 
ing from fever and other ilis, and before the 
summer is over it is believed that an epi- 
demic wul complete in the cities, and towns, 
and villages the work of death and desola- 
tion begun in the flelds by Weyler. 


SPAIN SEES BRIGHT? PROSPECTS. 


Correspondence with the State De- 
partment of the United States Said 
to Be Favorable. 


[SPECIAL CABLE BY A. E. HOUGHTON.] 

Madrid, April 12 (via Bayonne, April 13).— 
[Copyright, 1897.]—Political and diplomatic 
circles are animatedly discussing the im- 
provement of the prospects of Spanish rule 
in Cuba, in consequence, it is said, of an 
active exchange of confidential and unofficial 
circumstances between the United States 
and the Spanish Government since McKinley 
and Sherman took office. 

It seems that Spanish diplomacy has in- 
timated at Washington that Spain cannot 
entertain any suggestion of American media- 
tion, and that Spain asks only that the Amer- 
ican Executive continue to check and punish 
filibuster expeditions and separatist juntas 
and propaganda. 

Spanish diplomacy was authorized to give 
unofficial confidential verbal assurances that 
if the American Government did that much 
Spain considered herself equal to the task 
of shortly reducing the rebellion to such a 
pass that the Madrid government will be 
justified in carrying out West Indian home 
rule in a Mberal spirit, and, in its wake, ex- 
tensive tariff reform that would make very 
easy a treaty of commerce between the 
United States, Cuba, and Puerto Rico. 

In the same way Spain would in the future 
deal more leniently with the Separatists, and 
when home rule is put in force grant a gen- 
eral amnesty.

LQRD ROSEBERY AS A TORY MINISTER.

London, April 13.—Truth says: “It is 
doubtful if Lord Salisbury’s health will per- 
mit him to retain the posts of Premier and 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs. 
Under the circumstances many Unionists are 
suggesting Lord Rosebery for Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs. It is pointed out 
that when in office Lord Rosebery showed 
entire accord with Lord Salisbury’s foreign 
policy, and he withdrew from the Liberals 
because he disapproved of their action in 
foreign issues, while his views on home rule 
are in accord with the Unionists.”’ 


UNITED STATES TO PUNISH A SAVAGE. 


Revenue Cutter Going to Bertag Sea 
on Account of De Windt’s Ill- 
Treatment. 


London, April 13.—Harry de Windt has ar- 
rived in London. He has been seriousiy ill 
in Paris, the result of exposure and ill treat- 
ment at Tchuktchis, Bering Straits, which 
place he reached during his recent attempt 
to travel by land from New York to Paris. 
Hie says the United States Government has 
decided to send the revenue cutter Bear to 
Ounawaidjik in June to punish Chief Koarl.

London, April 18.—{Copyright, 1897.]—I am 
in a position to announce with absolute cer- 
tainty that the present attack of the Greek 
raiders on the Turkish outposts is not a 
part of King George's plan of campaign. 
The advance of Greek irregulars from Ka- 
lambaka has no serious significance, and 
the leaders of the movement have simply 
been permitted to cross the frontier at the 
least dangerous point in order to give the 
great powers a hint of what may happen 
if they do not find a solution of the Cretan 
question consistent with thé honor and dig- 
nity of Greece. 

King George told me in my leat audience 
with him that if the powers attempted to 
blockade Volo, the base of the main Greek 
army lying at Larissa, he would at once or- 
der his soldiers td cross the frontier. But 
Volo has not been blockaded, and I doubt 
if the powers will go so far in the face of 
the King’s threat. 


Greece’s Three Armies. 

To understand the present military situ- 
ation it must be remembered that there are 
three Greek armies on the frontier, one at 
Larissa, in the East; another at Arta, in the 
West, and still another at Trikala, in the 
center. The present raid ie from the center. 

It is mere nonsense to talk about the Turk- 
ish or Greek armies crossing at the center or 
in the East, for I have seen the passes 
through which the troops must move, and 
they are so narrow, rocky. and long that a 
single regiment, with two batteries of artil- 
lery, could stop an army corps. On either 
side the rival sentries and’ supporting out- 
posts at these points are close together, but 
the armies are not less than fifteen miles 
apart, with high mountains and passes be- 
tween. 

The raiders found their way across the 
heights secretly at night and in small par- 
ties, while the Greek regulars would have 
to force the passes, an almost impossible 
task. 


Arta the Danger Point. 

In the west the situation is different, and 
when an advance is made from the neighbor- 
hood of Arta into the Turkish Epirus by 
any large body of Greeks, whether reguiar 
or irregular, that will mean that the King 
has at last given the signal for actual war. 

It is in Epirus that the vast plans of the 
great Greek war society are laid. Here 
are secreted thousands of rifles and tons of 
cartridges to be used by the Christian sub- 
jects of the Sultan when the standard of 
rebellion is raised simultaneously with the 
Greek invasion. 

Today in the Greek Epirus the peasants 
are working in the fields with rifles strapped 
to plows, and shepherds stand among their 
flocks, rifle in hand, waiting for the sign to 
advance. 

The first news of real war will come from 
Arta. The present raid amounts to nothing 
more than a warning to the powers. The 
King has assured me that the army is ab- 
solutely under control. 


To Stir Up Rebellion. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS ] 

London, April 13.—A special dispatch from 
Constantinople alleges that the Greek plan 
is to stir up a rebellion in Macedonia, to 
blockade Salonica, and to attack Prevesu 
(the town on the Turkish side of the en- 
trance of the Gulf of Arta) and Smyrna by 
sea, as well as to endeaver.to force thc 
passage of the Dardanelles with the tor- 
pedo division of the Greek fleet. 

Edhem Pasha, the Turkish commander in 
chief in Macedonia, the dispatch adds, has 
reported to his govermment that the Greek 
insurgents attacked the Turks simultane- 
ously at nine different points. He further 
gays they were speedily surrounded, that 
several prisoners were taken, and that the 
latter have been sent to Salonica. He con- 
cludes with stating that the loss of the in 
surgents was heavy and that of the Turks 
trifling. 

The Athens correpsondent of the Times 
says that Assim Bey called on M. Skouses, 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs, and repeated 
his former assertion that Greek regulars 
participated in the recent invasion, declaring 
that a Colonel of the Greek army had been 
identified among them. M. Skouzes stren- 
uously denied both allegations. 


Compromfse in the Air. 

The Athens correspondent of the Dally 
Chronicle says that eompromise is evident!y 
in the air. Turkey is showing herself ex- 
ceptionally friendly to Greece, and it is be- 
lieved in diplomatic circles that the two par- 
ties, if left alone, would settle the affair in 
as many days. 

Advices from Epirus represent the eitua- 
tion there as a reign of terror. The Turks 
are laying the country waste with fire and 
sword.

Washington, D. C., April 13:—Th® naming 
of three Commissioners by President McKin-, 
ley, under the act of the last Congress, to 
promote bimetallism, was the subject of con- 
siderable discussion about the Capitol to- 
day. Almost without exception the selec- 
tions were commended. 

Senator Wolcott is hopeful of success. He 
says from what he learned while abroad last 
year he is most sanguine of results. tor 
Wolcott believes that in the selection of the 
commission, and especially in naming Mr. 
Stevenson, as a silver man, and who sup- 
ported Mr. Bryan, President McKinley has 
convinced everybody that he is an earnest 
bimetallist. 

Senator Wolcott said the gold standard 
countries would oppose any further depre- 
ciation of silver, and that the demand for 
gold by Japan in establishing a gold stand- 
ard would cause a drain of gold from Ru- 
rope which would be resisted by gold coun- 
tries. In the United States Senator Wolcott 
anticipates little opposition to bimetallism.

I am not 
prepared to say whether it would be wise for a city to own and operate street railways 
on the expiration of franchises, and of course it would be a still greater undertaking 
to build new lines and them. What I consider the best method of dealing with 
the question fs to have street railway franchises run not longer than twenty years, at 
the expiration of which time the city should have the power to have a reappraisement 
of the value of the franchise. 

No right should be given to take away the franchise from the parties operating the 
railroad, as that would discourage them from making improvements, and would not be 
fair. But there should be a readjustment of the terms by which they hold a franchise, 
so that as it has increased in value the returns to the city will be increased. A fran- 
chise worth only $10,000 ten years ago may be worth $25,000 now, and $100,000 ten 
years from now. The franchise of the Broadway cable line, for instance, has increased 
greatly in value since the line was built. More cross-town lines connecting with ft have 
been built, bringing more passengers, and the territory through which it runs has in- 
creased in population. ‘The owners of the road ought to pay a good deal more to the 
city for the franchise than they are paying. On the other hand, ff a franchise has not 
increased in value the reappraisement would not work any injustice to its owners. 

The power to grant, annul, extend, and regulate the franchises of street railways in a 
city, regulate fares, and control the public operation of such corporations ought cer- 
tainly to be vested in the municipality. I am too much of a home-ruler to approve of 
removing the supervision of such matters from the municipality and vesting it in a 
State board, as is contemp'ated by the Humphrey bills in Illinois. That would be an 
unwise and vicious policy. The results would be bad. WILLIAN L. StrRonG, Mayor. 


Streator, III., April 13.—[Special.}—The proposition to take from a city its inherent 
right to govern in all municipal matters, especially those pertaning to the granting of 
franchises to street railways and the municipal control of same, I view with great 
alarm, and regard the attempt as one fraught with great evil and dangerous to the 
rights of the people. At no time should the power of self-government be given to out- 
siders, no matter under what guise the suggestion comes. 

As a general rule I doubt the expediency of a city owning the street railways or of 
building new lines for its own use. Of course there are doubtless instances where it 
would be advisable for a municipality to own its own system of transportation, but, 
as I have stated, I do not think it practicable as a fixed rule.

O., April 18.— [Special. It would seem to me wholly unwise to remove 
control of the street railway affairs from a city and place it in the hands of a State board. 
Such a step would certainly lead to dissatisfaction and trouble. The street railroad 
system of a city has no relationship with the State, the people residing in the city bav- 
ing through their accredited representatives accorded to the companies their rights and 
privileges and the said companies are directly responsible to the people of such city for 
the performance of the conditions upon which those rights and privileges were 
obtained: The patrons of a line arecitizens of the municipality almost exclusively, and 
if the conditions of fare and traffic accommodations are violated either slightly or se- 
riously the redress should be direct and immediate. This redress can best be had by 
recourse to the city in which the companies operate and to which they must look for 
privileges essential to their corporate management. By taking away from the city 
such power I am afraid you would place the railroad companies in a position to snap 
their fingers at the people, the Mayor, and the city boards. The city should, in my opin- 
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ion, therefore, have exclusive control of its franchises, the State having no part in them. 
As to the advisubility of the city owning and operating its own street railroad sys- 
tem, that is a question upon which the views of careful students differ so widely that I 
am not ready to either approve or disapprove of the plan. I would certainly like to see 
the experiment made in a city the size of Chicago, and there are plenty of persons who 
would like to see it tried in Cleveland. On all matters pertaining to the extension of fran- 
chises to existing companies, it seems to me that every city should take a positive stand, 
requiring from the companies an adequate return for every privilege granted. Such a 
rule has been adopted by the present administration in this city, and has put a stop to 
the free distribution of valuable franchises at the expense of the general public.

The city should have the right to purchase or acquire all public utili- 
ties. The trend of municipal progress is in favor of grahting the largest possible rights 
to cities, allowing them the right of homerule. Legislation antagonistic to this prin- 
ciple is erroneous an dangerous. .

What might be a good law for Chicago in controlling street railways might bea very 
bad law for smaller cities. The same law that would govern Chicago street railways 
might, literally, wipe out the street car system in smaller towns or hinder the construc- 
tion of new street railways. In fact, as I understand it, if the Humphrey bills should 
become laws they would have the effect of killing street railway systems in cities like 
Jacksonville, as they would be unable to meet theincreased burden placed upon them. 

Yes, the city should be given a chance to construct and operate street railways in 
order to prohibit extortion by old companies. It would not pay small cities to build new 
lines.

WANTS STATE TO RUN CHICAGO POLICE 


Senator Dwyer Introduces a Bill in 
the Legislature to Establish a 
Police Commission. 


Illinois, now 


Springfield, III., April 13.—{Special.}—In 
speaking of the bill introduced in the Senate 
today establishing a metropolitan police 
board in Chicago Senator Dwyer, its author, 
said: 


“Anticipating the repeal of the civil service 
law I thought it would be advisable to offer 
a bill regulating the Police Department of 
the City of Chicago, and putting it under a 
metropolitan board similar to that now ip 
vogue in New York and in Missouri. The 
bill has been drawn very carefully, and 
makes all the provisione necessary to give 
efficient service, and to a great extent re- 
moves the police force from politics.

The bills will be amended. The chances 
are the term of the franchises will be made 
forty years instead of §fty. There will be a 
change in the compensation clause. The 
term of forty years will be divided into three 
periode—fifteen, ten, and fifteen.

The indications are that the date in the 
clause limiting the application of the bill 
to euch railroads as shall be completed by 
Sept. 30, 1897, will be extended a year or 
two, or possibly stricken out altogether. 
Mese are but a few of the concessions 
— the friends of the bill are inclined to 
make. 


Conditions Change. 


Two weeks ago the bills, if amended as 
above indicated, would have stood a fair 
show of getting through the Senate. Itis not 
so now. The members are becoming reason- 
able well acquainted with the character of 
the measures. Even as amended the bilis 
have no certainty of getting to third reading 
in the Senate tomorrow. The chances of 
advancement and defeat are about equal. 

Little of the work concerning these bills 
has been done in Springfield. The pins are 
being set up in their behalf in Chicago, not in 
the capital. The men who are behind them 
appear not so confident of success as they 
were a week or two ago. The Senate is 
pretty well broken up over them. Some of 
the Cook County men want them amended 
and the changes above indicated are made 
with the hope of getting votes on the one 
hand and of giving concessions to other rall- 
road interests on the other. Charles IL. 
Bonney is here looking after the interests of 
his road. 

The oratorical contingent which will argue 
in the Senate tomorrow against the passage 
of the Humphrey bills arrfved from Chica- 
go this afternoon, Josiah L. Lombard, Chair- 
man of the Executive committee of the Com- 
mittee of One Hundred, led the delegation. 
Accompanying him were N. E. Partridge 
and E. W. Bemis. About a dozen labor men 
representing the big organizations of Chi- 
cago are also in the city. Among them are 
P. F. Doyle, President of the Chicago Fed- 
eration of Labor; E. Carroll, President of 
the Building Trades Council; W. T. Sherman, 
Secretary of the council; Con O' Neil, Secre- 
tary of the Hoisting Engineers’ Union: and 
James H. Payne, President of the Label 
League.

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in red letters on the cover of a book which 
each member of the Illinois Assembly yester- 
day morning received in his mail. The 
pamphlet is entitled, Comparison of Street

No preface introduces Mr. Sullivan to hie 
readers or explains his motives for furnish- 
ing reading matter to the legislators of IIIi- 
nois just when they are especially inter- 
ested in the subject of street railways 
because of the battle over the Humphrey», 
bills.

FREEDMAN REFUSES TO ASSENT TO A 
COMPROMISE OF THE RUSIE CASE, 


A Serious Division Arises in the Na- 
tional League Meeting at New York 
Eleven Clubs Are Arrayed Against 
One—Majority Desires to Accept the 
Rebellious Pitcher’s Terms of Com- 
promise—Adjournment Taken toe 

‘Today—Will Take $8,000 to Settle. 


New York, April 13.—{Special.}-A very 
serious baseball fight has been precipitated, 


‘and the New York club finds itself sharply 


arrayed against its eleven copartners in the 
National League. At today’s meeting eleven 
clubs signified their desire for a compromise 
of the Rusie difficulty, thus avoiding a suit 
at law. President Freedman of the New 
York club emphatically refused to be a party 
to any compromise, a 
the Rusie case to the bitter end. 

Having failed to induce this official to take 
their view of the matter, the other eleven 
clubs have decided to act in the premises 
without New York's consent, and will take 
steps 2 bring Rusie into the field before 
April and thus prevent the legal contro- 
versy now pending in the United States Court 
at Trenton. 

Should the New York club continue its 
policy of opposition to the wishes of the 
eleven organizations the consequences will 
be serious, as several magnates stated that 
they would not permit one of twelve clubs 
to dictate to all the others. 

It was a stormy six hotirs’ meetfifig in 
Parlor F of the Fifth Avenue Hotel, and the 
entire time was devoted to consideration of 
the Rusie case. Every delegate expressed 
his opinion on the subject, and all except Mr. 
Freedman favored a compromise. An in- 
formal proposal was made that each club in 
the league bear its proportion of the expense 
of bringing Rusie back into the 
game at the Polo grounds, but 
Mr. Freedman declined to pay any share 
of it, and eaid he would not countenance any 
proposition to compromise with Rusie. He 
insisted that he was fighting for a principle, 
and nothing could turn him from his pur- 
pose. 

It was pointed out to him that the other 
clubs desired to help New York by putting 
Rusie back in the game, and avoiding a clash 
with the law. With the big pitcher again in 
harness the cranks would flock to the game, 
and all concerned would be benefited. 

Mr. Freedman would not be convinced, 
and, after a peppery exchange of compli- 
ments with various magnates, he left the 
meeting. 

After President Freedman’s withdrawal 
the other delegates conferred for a short 
time and then adjourned till tomorrow morn- 
ing at 11 o’clock, when they will resume con- 
sideration of the important question. 

At the close of the meeting Jim Hart of 
the Chicago club said: You can readily 
see how anxious I must be for a compromise 
when you remember that all Rusie had to do 
was to throw his shirt into the diamond 
when playing against Chicago and we were 
beaten. This fight must be settled.“ 

C. H. Bryne talked as follows: The 
situation is just this: Eleven clubs of the 
league have reached the conclusion that a 
commpromise of the Rusie case is the best for 
all concerned. We have tried to impress 
upon the President of the New York club 
that the suggestion we make is not only for 
his good, but also for the good of his eleven 
partners in the league. We claim that ina 
partnership of this sort eleven members of 
the firm hawe a perfect right to ask the 
twelfth member to take action that is a 
benefit to all concerned. Mr. Freedman will 
not accept that view of the case and insists 
on having his way regardiess of the wishes 
of his eleven associates.’’ 

Tt is understood that it will take some 
$8,000 to put Rusie in the game, $5,000 being 
for the counsel fees of Smith & Hawkins, 
the Indianapolis lawyers, and $3,000 for the 
player’s salary for 1896. 

Will Not Compromise. 

The New York club,” said Mr. Freedman 
to all the arguments brought to bear on him 
during the long session, “ will not be a parity 
to any conciliatory steps. Rusie can come 
here, sign the contract tendered him, and if 
he plays good ball and behaves himself he 
will receive his old salary, $3,000. But he 
must bend to the discipline of theclub. It 
would stultify the New York club to take 
part in any advance to an insubordinate 
player.“ 

This is net a question of money,” he re- 
peated time and again. The New York 
club is standing out for principle.“ 

It was urged that other clubs were busi- 
ness partners with the New York club and 
should certainly have a say in the conduct 
of that business, but to no avail. 

“The New York club will not stultify 
itself,“ said Mr. Freedman grimly. And 
there the matter stands. It is said at the 
first meeting the other clubs may decide 
to influence Rusie to send on the contract 
calling for $2,400. If the New York club 
does not employ the pitcher because of the 
interference by the other clubs the matter 
will be at once brought before the National 
Board of Arbitration, and that body will 
take Rusie off the New York reserve list, 
leaving him free to sign with any club ade 
Dleases.

MISSOURI TRIES TO FORCE ITS WAY 
INTO ITS OLD BED. 


Families Are Driven from Their Homes 
and Escape with Dificulty—Missis- 
sippi Is Rising at Memphis and All 
Points South—Many Plantations Are 
Inundated and Planters Are Fleeing 
Lessons About Levees Taught by 
the Present Struggle. 


Omaha, Neb., April 13.—Piling and 8 
and bags of sand, old hay and stones are be- 
ing fed to the hungry maw of the Big Muddy 
at Omahs in an effort to restrain the mani- 
fest intention of that erratic stream to re- 
sume the channel abandoned twenty years 
ago. At nightfall it looked as though the 
effort might succeed. But all hope is hedged 
about with proverbs, that the river does not 
rise any higher, that a north wind does not 
blow; and most uncertain of all that the 
break in the bank above Florence Lake is 
not so bad as the overflowing water indicates. 

East Omaha and North Omaha are flooded 
by the waters that are rushing from the Mis- 
souri River. The residents flee for their 
lives, leaving their possessions behind. The 
houses are standing in the flood, submerged 
in water from one to five feet deep: Fields 
of grain and fences disappear beneath the 
surface of the water, and the trees no longer 
show any trunks. 

The flood is pouring in upon the lowlands 
of the East Omaha bottoms in a stream that 
is estimated to be 2,000 feet in width. It is 
sweeping southeast and pours into Florence 
Lake. The water in the lake has broken over 
the levee that was built to separate it from 
Cut Off Lake, and it is now rushing with 
ever-increasing volume into the latter. 

It is driving residents from their homes in 
North Omaha, it is tearing up fences and 
threatening the houses that stand from 
three to four feet deep in the water. It is 
pouring into Cut Off Lake just north of the 
long bridge, which leads to Courtland 
Beach. In the last twelve hours Cut Off has 
risen almost two feet. If this rate continues 
it is anticipated that by morning the lake 
will overflow its southern banks. If this 
should occur and the rise be still main- 
tained, the entire southern portion of Hast 
Omaha would be threatened with a most 
disastrous flood, as there is no elevation of 
the land to stem the outpouring. 


Flee from Their Homes. 

The flood began to creep into the little set- 
tlement known as North Omaha at 4 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon. It first drove out of 
their houses and from their premises three 
milkmen. It swept a quarter of a mile fur- 
ther south, and there took within its bosom 
a dozen cottages. 

The stream then went on further south 
a distance of half a mile and struck another 
little settlement. The residents here at 6 
o’clock began to move. 

All these people were forced to abandon 
their homes in haste, some of them with only 
their nightclotheson. Many narrow escapes 
from drowning are recounted, but so far as 
is known no lives were lost. Efforts to re- 
cover personal effects from the engulfed 
houses have been of little avail. Forces of 
workmen were hurrid out to protect the 
houses in the flooded district and have suc- 
ceeded in restraining the spread of the water 
to the west, confining it to the channel cut 
from the river to Florence Lake and from 
Florence Lake to Cut Off Lake. This has 
— most of North Omaha from destruc- 

n. 

Cut Off Lake at nightfall was filling up 
rapidly, but could then accommodate four 
or five feet more of water. It is held back 
by a strong double dike across its lower 
end, and from there on to the river the old 
bed is crossed by paved streets, street car 
tracks, railroad tracks, etc., all of which 
present embankments of from eight to four- 
teen feet in height, which must be washed 
out before the Missouri can resume its aban- 
doned bed. 


Still Rising in the South. 

Memphis, Tenm., April 13.—The river con- 
tinues to rise south of Vicksburg, and the 
swift current is throwing the water's against 
the Louisiana levees with enormous force. 

Planters Are Fleeing. 

Vicksburg, Miss., April 13.—The steamer 
Lake Palmyra has arrived with two barges, 
boat and barges loaded with refugees and 
their stock from the Sunflower River. The 
people coming out are mostly the families 
of planters. 

Today the gauge here was 51.35, a rise of 
4 feet 10 inche’ in twenty-four hours, the 
highest water ever known. Information re- 
ceived today is most discouraging. The fine 
plantations of Col. B. G. Kiger and others, 
and the Brown plantations at Brunswick 
are still under water. Boats are wanted 
everywhere to rescue people and save live 
stock. All hopes of saving the levee has been 
abandoned. 

The report last night that the levee around 
Davis Island had broken proved untrue, but 
the levee gave way at 11 o’clock this fore- 
noon. The island will be entirely submerged 
in a few more hours.

FIREMEN INJURED IN AN EXPLOSION. 


Six of Chief Swenie’s Men and a Police- 
man Hurt at the Blase in 
Zeunert & Co.'s. 


Five firemen carrying a line of hose into 
the second story of a burning building at 
Desplaines and Washington streets were 
blown down a long flight of stairs and burned 
about the face and hands, a sixth fireman 
received a bad cut over the eye, and a police- 
man was also burned by an explosion 
which occurred a few minutes after tle fire 
broke out at 5:45 p. m. yesterday in the 
metal works of H. Zeunert & Co. on thie sec- 
ond floor of the structure. The financial ioss 
from the fire will not exceed $5,000, nearly 
half of which was caused by water. The 
firemen were removed either to their homes 
or to the County Hospital. None of them 
was dangerously hurt. Lieut. O Connor of 
the Desplaines Street Police Station had a 
narrow escape from being injured by the ex- 
plosion. The cause of the explosion is a 
mystery.

Trude Hits from the Shoulder. 

A. 8. Trude said last night: 

“Iam not the attorney for the gas com- 
panies, and I did not draw the bill. for the 
consolidation, but I can say this: If the Civic 
Federation people knew that the proposed 
consolidation is merely for the purpose of al- 
lowing business to be done, in compliance 
with law, in one office, which is now done in 
five, with five sets of books, and for the pur- 
pose of enabling the gas companies to pay 
dividends to those entitled to receive them, 
they would change their attitude. 

“The bill gives the companies no addi- 
tional powers or privileges whatever. It 
provides for no extensions of franchises. 
The City Council, in the future, as in the 
past, will have the right to regulate the 
price of gas. The bill has had the approval 
of the best, legal talent, such men as Lorin 
C. Colins Jr. and J. H. Hamline, It fs simply 
a measure of retrenchment. Unlike the 
Humphrey bills, it asks no grants or favors. 

Judge Gibbons has already found ina de- 
cree that all these gas interests are owned 
by practically the same people; the courts 
have intimated further that the retrench- 
ment proposed should be allowed. The Civic 
Federation has.no right to dictate to the 
Legislature, anyway, and if the movers only 
knew it, their proposition is ridiculous.” 


W. J. BRYAN TALKS ON JRPPERSON, 


Responds to a Toast at the Banquet of 
National Democratic Clubs in 
Washington. 


Washington, D. C., April 13.—The 154th 
anniversary of Jefferson’s birthday was cel- 
ebrated tonight at the Metropolitan Hotel by 
a subscription dinner given under the auspi- 
ces of the National Association of Demo- 
cratic Clubs. The first celebration of the 
anniversary of Jefferson's birth occurred at 
the same hostlery, then known asthe Indian 
Queen. Jackson was the guest of honor. 
Tonight William J. Bryan of Nebraska was 
the guest of honor. Mr. Bryan was greeted 
with a lusty cheer as he entered the hall. 

The menu was similar to such a dinner as 
might have been served during Jefferson's 
days. The dinner began promptly at 8 
o’clock, an orchestra playing national aire 
blended with Southern melodies. 

Mr. Bryan in responding to the toast, 
Thomas Jefferson,“ said: 

“The Democratic party is strong just in 
proportion as it proves true to the teachings 
of its great founder. It is the mission of 
the Democratic party to crystallize into legis- 
lation the principles which he taught. 

Mr. Cleveland, more than any other one 
person in this Nation, is responsible for the 
prominent position which the money ques- 
tion now occupies. It was his determina- 
tion to complete the demonetization of silver 
and make the gold standard perpetual that 
aroused the masses of the United States to 
active resistance. The struggle for suprem- 
acy between the gold standard and bimetal- 
lism was recognized as a contest between 
the money power and the common people. 

The explicit declaration in favor of free 
and unlimited coinage at sixteen to one with- 
out waiting for the aid or consent of any 
other nation was made necessary by the at- 
tempt of certain public men to evade pre- 
ceding platforms. The position taken by 
the Democratic party in 1896 will not be sur- 
rendered. If you doubt the permanency. of 
the Chicago platform as a party creed go 
among the rank and file of the party and 
measure the zeal and enthusiasm which that 
platform has aroused, and you will realize 
the impossibility of taking a backward step. 

“ True, the present administration is seek- 
ing to turn public attention to the tariff 
question, but if our reasoning is well found- 
ed an increase of taxes cannot restore pros- 
perity to the producers of wealth. If the 
Dingley bill brings general and permanent 
prosperity the Democratic party will not be 
in a position to win a contest by opposing it. 
If, on the other hand, the Dingley bill proves 
a disappointment to those who advocate it, 
our position of 1896 will be strengthen d and 
public attention will be riveted upon the 
fact that the cause of financial depression is 
to be found in our monetary system. 

There is much in recent events to encour- 
age the followers of Thomas Jefferson. The 
spring elections indicate a growing senti- 
ment along the lines of the Chicago platform. 
In fact, the elections which have taken place 
show so great a gam that the Republican 
party may now be considered a minority 
party. It has but one hope of escape from 
the wrath to come, and that is to secure bi- 
metallism by international agreement before 
the people of the Nation have another oppor- 
tunity to speak at the polls. 

„While we believe in independent bimet- 
allism, and generally regard an international 
agreement as neither necessary nor possible, 
we may well hope for success to any who 
make the attempt to secure foreign assist- 
ance. If our opponents succeed in opening 
the minte of other nations, as well as their 
own mints, we shall rejoice, because the con- 
dition of the people will be improved, and 
they will be able to proceed with other 
remedial legislation. If, however, the Re- 
publican party, after pledwing itself to se- 
cure international bimetallism, finds it im- 
possible to fulfill that pledge, its expressed 
preference for a double standard will rise 
up to condemn it if it attempts to continue 
longer the evils of the gold standard.“

; BULLETS TO SAVE A BANK 


ROBBERS AND A POSSE FIGHT A HOT 
BATTLE AT BEECHER. 


— 


Raid om the Institution of Arthur 
Struve Is Discovered by the Town 
Marshal, Who Summons Assistance, 
and Volleys Rattle in the Hours of 

‘the Early Morning—One of the 
Marauders Is Wounded, but All Es- 
cape Arrest. 


Bullet holes through the plate-glass door 
and window of Arthur Struve's private bank 
at Beecher, III., a hole drilled through the 
door of the bank vault, and bullet marks 
on trees and buildings in the neighborhood 
of the bank, are the visible signs of a nervy 
attempt at robbery made there at 1 o’clock 
yesterday morning. 

More than forty shots were exchanged be- 
tween the three robbers and Marshal John 
Boyens and his posse. All of the robbers es- 
caped, one being badly injured. 

The moon was shining clear when Marshal 
Boyens, making his rounds, saw the men 
break in the door of the small bank building, 
in which a lamp was burning. He was 200 
yards away, and before approaching the 
bank aroused Arthur Struve, the banker; 
G. Dehr, the village butcher; H. V. Bowman, 
station agent for the Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois railroad; and Deputy Sheriff Herman 
Strelow. 

The five men were armed with revolvers, 
and one had a shotgun. By keeping under 
cover of lumber piles and buildings they 
approached within fifty feet of the bank, 
unobserved by the robbers. The moon was 
then behind a cloud, but when Mr. Dehr 
stepped out where the rays of the lamp fell 
upon him the party was met with the com- 
mand, Hands up! Hands up, there!“ from 
one of the robbers, who had chosen a tree 
in front of the bank as a fortress. 

Firing Is Opened Up. 


An exchange of shots between Dehr and 
the man in hiding was followed by a volley 
from Strelow, Struve, and Boyens, who had 
found cover behind the corners of shingle 
piles and sheds. Strelow’s bullet lodged in 
the trunk of the tree, and the shot from 
Struve's gun rattled around the legs of the 
robber on guard until warning was given 
tho two robbers in the bank, busy drilling 
a hole through the door of the heavy brick 
veuvlt. A volley from without was next di- 
rected at those in the building, and another 
of Strelow’s bullets came near the mark, 
passing through the window pane and plant- 
ing itself in the plaster just over the head of 
a man at work with a drill. 

The robbers were cool under fire. They 
dropped their tools and moved slowly to the 
rear of the room and tried to open a back 
window closed with an iron shutter. 

Failing in this they extinguished the lamp 
and prepared to face the fusillade that was 
showering against the front of the bank. 


One Robber Is Shot. 

It was while approaching the door that 
one of the robbers within was reached by a 
bullet. The missile crashed through the 
giass panel in the door and the building 
bears no mark where it landed. 

While his accomplices were making their 
exit from the building the robber on sentry 
duty emptied the chambers of two revolvers 
at the posse in front, once leaving his post 
behind the tree to get a fairer shot at Arthur 
Struve and Bowman, hidden behind the cor- 
ner of a machine shed. 

Once out of the bank the robbers beat a 
hasty retreat, two dodging through a 
passageway beside the bank leading to a 
rear lot, the third keeping the sidewalk to 
the nearest corner and getting away in the 
darkness. 

The men, it is believed, boarded a north- 
bound stock train that stopped at 1:30 o’clock 
to pick up a carload of cattle. Joseph 
Rascher, who left with the car, saw two men 
leave the train at Dolton, one assisting the 
other to alight. 

Prior to leaving the train the two men had 
been encountered by a brakeman, whom 
they warned to keep away. 

Garments Are Blood Covered. 

The face of the man who was wounded was 
bleeding and his shirt front and coat were 
covered with blood. He limped and was 
barely able to walk. 

The only one of the robbers seen clearly 
enough to afford a good description was the 
man who plied the drill. He was about five 
feet six inches tail, of slender build, with 
black hair and mustache. He wore a dark 
suit and a low crowned slouch hat with 
broad brim. His companion was several 
inches taller. 

The robbery had evidently been carefully 
planned. The men had broken open the 
hand car shed near the station and olled the 
car ready for use. There also they secured 
the crowbar and pick which they used in 
forcing the door of the bank. In a machine 
warehouse opposite the bank, after forcing 
their entrance, the robbers remained hidden 
until an opportune time for their burglarious 
venture. 

Police in Chicago and various intermediate 
points were promptly notified and a reward 
offered for the capture of the robbers.

DRAINAGE CHANSEL “COMPROMISE.” 
The Sanitary District Trustees have had 


a conference with the valley people,” who | 


are endeavoring to make something for 
themselves out of an undertaking which is 
designed to protect the purity of the water 
supply of more than a third of the people of 
the State. 

Those grabbers have abated their ex- 
travagant demands considerably. They did 
go chiefly because they saw they could not 
carry their point. They have not the 
strength in the Legislature they had ten 
years ago. 

Their most impudent request was that a 
permanent commission be appointed, its 
members to be taken from the valley, but 
paid by Chicago. They were to be given 
power to shut up the drainage channel 
whenever they saw fit. Instead of that it 
is proposed to so amend the law as to em- 
power any individual or municipality that 
may think the law is not being complied 
with to lay the facts before the Attorney- 
General. Then it is made his duty to begin 
mandamus proceedings in the Supreme 
Court to compel the Trustees to execute the 
law. . 

If the Supreme Court decides against the 
Trustees they must levy a tax sufficient to 
defray the cost of any work which the court 
may think is required by the law, but which 
has not been executed. Thus if thig amend- 
ment were incorporated in the law the Su- 
preme Court might order the Trustees a few 
years hence to spend two or three millions 
to increase the volume of water discharged 
through the channel. 

With the exception of the provision spe- 
cially empowering the Trustees to levy an 
emergency tax, this amendment is an ampli- 
fication of one of the sections of the existing 


law.

MR. HARRISON'S POLICY. 

During Mr. Harrison's short visit at the 
Virginia Hot Springs he was evidently do- 
ing some thinking and laying out a policy 
to be pursued by him which in some respects 
will commend itself to the people, though it 
may not find so much favor with the spoils- 
men of his party. He serves notice upon the 
whole mob of place hunters that they must 
keep away from his house. He does not 
propose to have his own peace or that of his 
family disturbed by the gang swarming 
around his home, and he promptly notifies 
them that they will be shown the door, and 
that they will not get the appointments they 
wish. 

This decision will be a disappointing one, 
but it will not bring half the dismay into the 
ranks that the following declaration will oc- 
casion: 

I will keep my campaign pledges. I will turn 
the rascals out. All the partisan appointees of 
the Swift administration, all those who were 
shoved into places without passing a civil service 
examination, will be dropped into La Salle street 
some fine morning, with no blanket to cover them. 
Their places will have to be filled under the civil 
service law, for I am not greater, shan the law. 
If I violated the law the Republican Attorney- 
General might pick me up by the collar, and I 
might be fined, imprisoned, and impeached. I 
don’t want to have to use that extra $3,000 of 


salary to pay a fine. I like Chicago too well to 
want to go to jail, and I worked too hard to get 


money when ships can be so easily destroyed, 
no matter what the thickness of their armor 
plates may be. The problem of submarine 
torpedoes and long range, high power dyna- 
mite guns is on the verge of solution. In 
five years the conditions may be so modified 
that the protectors of our whole line of 
coasts will be dynamite guns and torpedoes. 

This is probably the chief reason which 
gives Congress pause. It is admitted by 
every one who has any knowledge of the 
subject that armor plate has been costing 
too much and that it ought to be furnished 
cheaper. It is admitted also that our navy 
must keep pace with the progress of foreign 
navies, but at the same time it would be 
most unwise to build ships for the next 
twenty years at the rate of three a year, 
when in a much less period than that the 
government may feel more disposed to strip 
off the plates of battleships and convert them 
into commercial vessels, for the very good 
reason that in all probability they will be 
of no use for fighting purposes, having been 
as completely superseded by submarine tor- 
pedoes and dynamite guns as were the old 
wooden vessels by the monitors. 


MAYORS OPPOSE THE HUMPHREY BILLS. 

Mayors of several Illinois cities and of 
leading cities in other States have ex- 
pressed themselves emphatically in oppo- 
sition to the Humphrey street railway 
bills that are now before the Legislature. 
In reply to a request for opinions they told 


‘the people through Tun Trisune of yes- 


terday some of the excellent reasons why 
these measures should be buried, and the 
members of the Legislature would do well 
to ponder over these statements, which 
reflect in modified form the widespread 


future careers. 


THE PRESUMPTUOUS SCHOOL BOARD. 

Some members of the School Board want 
a suit brought against the city to fix the 
exact legal relations of the board to the City 
Government.” The city authorities hold 
that the board is subject to their jurisdic- 
tion. The Council has had no doubt on that 
point, for it has cutedown the school esti- 
mates repeatedly. But it is claimed by the 
members of the board tliat they are inde- 
pendent of the Council as regards the issv- 
ing of bonds and the levying of taxes. 

It is high time that these questions should 
be settled. The powers of these two bodies 
should be limited and defined authoritatively 
by the Supreme Court. If the School Board 
can levy a 5 per cent tax annually to pay the 
salaries of teachers, buy school sites, and 
erect buildings, and the Council cannot cut 
down that levy, the fact should be known. 

For if the Board of Education can vote 
taxes to the amount of fourteen millions an- 
nually, under the law as it stands now, the 
law must be changed forthwith. It will not 
do to allow men appointed by the Mayor, 
and confirmed by the Council, to exercise 
double the taxing power the Council does. 

If under the law as it stands the Board of 
Education can issue bonds to the amount of 
fourteen millions, the law must be changed. 
If the board felt satisfied that it had the 
power it would have gone into the bond busi- 
ness long ago. | 

The board will probably persist in these 
intolerable pretensions until the Supreme 
Court has pronounced against them. So the 
city authorities should welcome such a suit 
as the one it is proposed to bring. 

A little over a year ago the Council felt 
called on to cut down the excessive appropri- 
ations of the Board of Education about two 
millions. The Supreme Court will hold, if 
it ever gets a chance to pass on the ques- 
tion, that the Council did not exceed its 
powers. The people are of the opinion that 
the Council ought to have taken off about 
a million this year, because of the hard 
times.

Escaped Being Run Over. 

The consolidation of Brooklyn with New 
York and 200 square miles of other adjacent 
territory has been completed by the New 
York Legislature. A dispatch says:

water discharged, it is more than likely 
that the General Government would in- 
terpose its veto. It certainly would do so 
if it was satisfied that a discharge of 300,- 
000 cubic feet per minute was enough for 
sanitary purposes. It would not allow the 
lakes to be milked dry to furnish more 
water power on the Illinois River. If the 
Supreme Court ordered more water turned 
on, and the General Government forbade 
it, the Trustees would obey the latter. 

The valley people consent to be content 
with permanent swing bridges, which 
are not to be provided with the ma- 
chinery for operating them until seven 
years after the water has been turned into 
the channel. While compliance with this 
demand will not cost the drainage district 
as much as it would to equip the swing 
bridges with machinery at once, it is 
nevertheless an absurd and costly re- 
quest. 

The Drainage Trustees have agreed that 
they will not seek to control the water 
power, except along the line of the chan- 
nel. They will stop at the upper pool at 
Joliet, and that city and the other towns 
on the Desplaines and the Illinois will 
have all the rest of the vast water power 
which is to be created. 

The people of the drainage district are 
expending over thirty million dollars to 
have pure wafer, and incidentally to build 
up mannfacturing towns from Joliet to La 
Salle, and yet those communities, instead 
of being grateful, are doing what they can 
to injure their benefactor. Chicago is 
supplying them with the equivalent of free 


steam power, and yet they are not satis- 


fied. 
As a consideration for the acceptance 


by the Trustees of these terms, the valley

ONE ROAD BLOCKS THE WAY. 

. The Western Indiana railroad has decided 
not to accept the scheme for removing the 
death trap at the Clark street grade crose- 
ing, and apparently its refusal blocks the 
entire plan. This railroad has been an off 
ok since the beginning of the agitation to 
elevate this network of intersecting tracks. 
It has been ready to negotiate whenever the 
Subject was under discussion, and sent its 
representatives to the meetings at which de- 


tails were considered, but at the final mo- 


ment it refuses to accede to anything. It 
prefers to go on killing people rather than 
spend a comparatively small sum in making 
the necessary changes. 

This policy of procrastination and defiance 
of the interests of the public has become so 
apparent and conspicuous that the new ad- 
ministration, which falls heir to this grade 
crossing problem, should understand just 
what sort of an antagonist it has to deal 
with. Then it should bring pressure to bear 
on the railroad until the company phall be 
glad to accept the reasonable and moderate 
plan of improvement proposed by Mayor 
Swift, which had received the indorsement 
of all the roads except the Western Indiana. 


The Council should pass restrictive regula- 


tions and other measures within its power 
until the road is brought to terms, and even 
asks for the opportunity of accepting the 


privilege of making the improvement. 


Everybody has been patient for years with 
this railroad company, but it is time now to 
put an end to patience and treat it to a little 
of the harshness to which it has subjected 
the city. 

All the Western Indiana has been asked 
to do is to depress its tracks a few feet to 
permit of the elevation of the other tracks.

It follows, 
therefore, that the control of such corporations 
should be held by the cities that have or will have 
them in existence. 

Mayor Wayne of Elgin, III., sees a danger 
in the power that would be held by a State 
board and says: 

It seems to me that with the liability to political 
changes the chances for corruption are increased 
under the proposed law. The people are long- 
suffering, but now they have the power to speedily 
right a wrong. 

Mayor Kerr of Centralia, Ill, speaks 
for local control in these words: 


Intelligence of management will be greater 
when confided to those who come in contact with its 
constant daily development. On general prin- 
ciples, 80 long as municipal honesty is possible 
in publie management the municipality itself 
should be left free to manage its own affairs. The 
franchises of a city should be and remain the prop- 
erty of the people. 

Mayor Foster of Bloomington, IIL, re- 
plies in part: 

In my opinion the effect of removing from the 
eity government and placing in the hands of 1 
State board the control of street railway affairs 
would be very bad and not to be considered seri- 
ously. The power to grant franchises, annul 
them, or extend and regulate them, and regulate 
fares and all matters pertaining to public opera- 
tion of such corporations should certainly remain 
in the hands of the municipal corporation. 


Mayor Brayton of Kankakee, III., sees 
in these bills a tendency “ to giv *orpora- 
tions almost unlimited power over public 
streets and detrimental in the highest de- 
gree te the rights of the public and indi- 
viduals, especially in large citics.” 

Mayor Tunnicliff of Rockford, III., is 
strenuously opposed to the bills for practical- 
ly the same reasons, and so on down the list. 
Nearly all the Mayors who responded to 
Tun TRripune’s query see no good in the 
measures, but a decided menace to the in- 
terests of the people. 

These statements serve to emphasize the 
evil of taking the control of street railroads 
out of the hands of the city and placing it 
in the hands of a board appointed by the 
Governor. How can any one know how 
such a board would meet the heavy responsi- 
bility thus thrust upon it? It would pos- 
sess unlimited power and an unlimited op- 
portunity for boodling. If there is any one 
concern which more than another comes 
home to the people in any city it is that of 
transportation, the means of going to work 
and returning home. It is something they 
should retain under their immediate control 
and not turn it over to the direction of a 
State board located far off at the capital. 
The inherent viciousness of such a system 
is so apparent that under no circumstances 
could it receive the consent of the Legis- 
lature unless by the lavish use of money. 

These arguments affecting the creation of 
a State board are equally applicable to the 
other Humphrey bill, which provides for 
extending the street railway franchises to 
fifty years. That bili could not be put 
through the Legislature except by boodling. 
Nothing else could persuade the Legislature 
to adopt a law containing such a provision, 
The Committee of One Hundred defined the 


situation pertinently when it declared: 

A fatal objection to the proposed legislation is 
the provision that every street railway ordinance, 
now existing or hereafter enacted, “ shall be 
deemed and held as to all the matters and things 
therein stipulated and agreed upon, and all pow- 


of the following amendment to the revenue 
bill now under consideration at Springfield: 

In case the total of all levies certified to by the 
County Clerk in any municipality or township 
within the county shall exceed 5 per cent of the 
assessed valuation of the property therein the 
Clerk shall estimate and ascertain the total 
amount of such excess, and he shall deduct from 
the levies, except the levy for State tax, ratably 
such an amount as will reduce the total of all 
levies to be extended to 5 per cent on the assessed 
valuation. 

The bill in question requires the Assessor 
to put down the full cash value of all prop- 
erty in one column, and to put down one- 
fifth of that value in another column. The 
latter is to be the assessment on which all 
tax rates are levied. 

It is assumed that on the average property 
is listed at one-tenth of its real value. If 
this is the case then the one-fifth assessment 
will be twice as large as the present assess- 
ment. But in that event the taxes will be 
almost twice as heavy. The 2 per cent the 
city can levy for general purposes will pro- 
duce twice as much. So will the 75 cents 
on the hundred dollars the county can levy. 

The object of the amendment is to pre- 
vent the doubling of taxes. Those collected 
this year amount to about 10 per cent on the 
present low valuation. If the aggregate of 
that valuation is doubled then 5 per cent 
will produce as much money as 10 per cent 
does now. Sothe limitation is reasonable. 

Of course, if it should turn out thatthe 
valuation on the one-fifth basis is not twice 
as large as the present assessment, then the 
revenues collectible under the 5 per cent 
limitations may not be equal to what they 
are now. There is no reason, however, to 
believe that that will happen. Hence the 
proposed limitation will not be dangerous. 


Tue pernicious custom of “ scorching ™ 
seems to have been given a new lease of 
life by the episode in New Haven, Conn., in 
which a man was saved from death by pres- 
ence of mind and bicycle. The individual in 
question had been feeling iI] and took poison 
by mistake when he went to his medicing 
closet for relief. In desperation he jumped 
on his wheel and sped madly through the 
streets to the consternation of pursuing 
policemen until he arrived at the house of 
his physician in the nick of time to obtain a 
successful antidote. The fame of this ride 
for life is sure to spread and exert a baneful 
influence on those bicycle riders who possess 
a greater mania to scorch than conscience, 
On any fine afternoon it is possible that 
squads of riders may be seen dashing wildly 
down Michigan avente, shouting as they 
speed vast the policemen: “ Don’t stop me; 
I have taken poison and am on the way toa 
doctor’s.”” It is even possible that special 
placards neatly printed may be prepared 
containing the same ominous information 
for the use of bicycle riders with scorching 
proclivities. Perhaps the publicity given the 
affair may warn the policemen and deaden 
their sensibilities to such an extent that 
they will take chances on the poison propos 
tion; but at best the prospect seems full of 
danger.

Exposition Company Alleges Tardiness 


The Exposition company based its refusal 
to pay damages on its ruleg and the alleged 
slowness of the French exhibiters in pack- 
ing their goods. Further claim is made that 
the value attached to the damaged goods is 
far in excess of that given to the Custom 
House when the goods were entered. 

The claim of the French Republic is for 
the injury and destruction of Beauvais 
tapestry and Sevres porcelain, which had 
been made at the government works and 
was the property of the National Museums. 
The tapestry belonged to the Louis XVI. 
room. The panel of Neptune, valued at 
$8,400, was destroyed, as were the panels of 
Mars and Venus, valued at $5,600. The sofa 
tapestry was valued at $3,300. The principal 
loss in the Sevres porcelain was two blue 
cordelier vases made for the House of Depu- 
ties, valued at $9,000; an Etruscan decanter, 
valued at $1,100; and two Etruscan vases, 
valued at $900 each. 

George R. Davis, the Director General, 
gave formal testimony. 

Bruweaert on the Stand. 


Edmond Bruwaert, Consul-General of 
France to the United States, who was in 
direct supervision over the French exhibit, 
testified that the French authorities had 
been diligent and industrious to pack up 
and get out of the grounds at the expiration 
of the legal time, Jan. 31, 1884, but from 
causes beyond their control they were un- 
abie to do so. These causes, he said, were 
fiainly the failure of the Exposition officials 
to provide packing cases promptly and to 
furnish means of taking the goods out of the 
Manufactures Building. 

„Attorney Walker asked the witness if it 
were not true that the German authorities 
had packed up long before the French With 
a shrug of the shoulders and a look of sur- 
prise, Mr. Bruwaert.replied: 

„No, sir. We were ahead of the Ger- 
mans.“ : 

Fire Marshal James A. Carnes and Assist- 
ant Fire Marshal J. L. Kenyon, in charge 
of the Exposition department at the time 
of the fire, testified to the time of the dis- 
covery of the fire at the Casino Building and 
the efforts of the department to keep the 
fiames from spreading to the Manufactures 
Building. They admitted that the lack of 
standpipe pressure in the latter building 
allowed the fire to gain headway. 

Pump Is Partly Dismantied. 

F. J. Beasley, foreman of the Water Pipe 
Department at the Fair, testified to having 
gone to the pumping works when he saw 
the fire was bound to take in the Man- 
ufactures Building, to have the pressure 
put on the standpipe to the roof of the 
structure. He said he found the pump partly 


dismantied.

Twelve-Tear-Old Son of Chicago Rand- 
master Develops Marked Ability 
as a Violin Pérformer.

Arthur Hand, the youngest son of John A.

From this it will be seen that the annual 
increase in the real estate valuations has 
been but little more than enough to cover 
new building operations. The increase of 
some $40,000,000 in 1894 is acagunted for 
in large part by the annexation of the Twen- 
ty-ninth, Thirtieth, and Thirty-first Wards. 
With a population equal to 60 per cent of 
the population of New York, a far greater 
number of 1. 2, 3, and 4 family houses, aud 
a vastly greater area, Brooklyn/s rea) estate 
assessment is less than a third of that of 
New York. The facts show that while there 
are very few immensely wealthy residents 
of Brooklyn, the great majority are in bet- 
ter average circumstances than those of 
New York. There are more owners and 
occupants of private houses in Brooklyn 
and a less numerical proportion of dwellers 
in flats and tenements. 

It was but a few years ago that cobble- 
stone pavement constituted nearly 90 per 
cent of all the pavement built; now it con- 
stitutes but little more than balf, and be- 
fore the end of the year it will constitute 
less than half of the whole pavement mile- 
age. The figures on the ist of January 
were: Whole mileage, 515, of which there 
was of cobble, 261.5 miles; of asphait (all 
repavement on cobble, trap, or other founda- 
tion), 38.16 miles; granite blocks, 110.5 milcs; 
trap blocks, or Belgian, 44.5 miles; macadam, 
59.25 miles; and of brick, 1.13 miles. 

The new asphalt is to be laid on a founda- 
tion course of six inches of concrete, and the 
price, including the removal of the old mu- 
terials and the regrading of the street and 
five years’ maintenance, is $1.64 per square 
yard. The price of the wearing surfacc of 
asphalt is 94 cents per square yard. The 
large difference in price in favor of Brooklyn 
is partly explained by the fact that in New 
York a fifteen-year guarantee is required, 
while in Brooklyn a five-year guarantee 
suffices. 

The distribution of the buflding operations 
of 1896, their character and cost, are set 
forth in the following table:

The building in one year of over eight and 
one-half miles of macadam road, and the ex- 
istence in Kings County of nearly sixty miles 
of such road, has made of the new borough of 
Brooklyn a favorite cruising ground for 
bicyclists. Indeed, it is the wheelmen who 
have been mainly instrumental in having so 
much asphalt and macadam pavement laid.

Winter 
wheat millers are anything but cheerful over 
the situation, and any important business 
in flour seems to be done in the Northwest. 
Northwestern dispatches told of delay in 
seeding, but in face of all this the Northwest 
sold July wheat freely in the local market. 
Receipts at the two principal Northwestern 
milling points were 514 cars, against 237 
a week ago, and 458 a ear ago. The move- 
ment there is still taken as reflecting the 
release of grain which was blockaded in 
transit. Early cables yesterday were con- 
sidered something of a disappointment as 
not fully reflecting the advance on Monday 
on-this side. First trades showed a conces- 
sion of e, but soon after sales of May 
were made at the last price of Monday. 
Selling credited to Weil did a great deal to 
develop bearish sentiment, and the wheat 
market reacted ic.

Commission Houses Free Sellers. 

Norton-Worthington sold about 250,000 bu, 
and St. Lovis houses were credited with 
sellirg wheat bought on Monday.

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| PLENTY OF EASTER EGGS | WEEK UNFAVORABLE FOR. ‘FARMING, 


FIFTEEN THOUSAND CASES ON SOUTH 
WATER STREET YESTERDAY, 


Market Holding Up Well Under the 
Free Receipts—Large Quantities 
Put in Cold Sterage to Supply the 
Increased Demand Expected Later 
in the Week—Good Demand for 
Country Produce at Steady Prices— 
Quotations on Round Lots.

Country hens are working overtime to 
stock the market for Easter. Tangible evi- 
dence of this fact was apparent on South 
Water street yesterday, where the receipts 
of eggs were 15,000 cases, the heaviést re- 
ceipts of the year. A good many carcs were 
expected in, but nowhere as many as were 
received. The effect was depressing on the 
market, but the cold storage men took all 
that did not go to grocers for immediate 
consumption. Yesterday’s extraordinarily 
free receipts makes a total of 25,736 cases 
for the two days of the week, against 18,000 
cases for the corresponding days of the pre- 
vious week. On the corresponding day of 
last year, when a heavy Easter trade was 
also expected, the receipts were only 13,727 
cases. Offerings were invariably at 0c, 
cases returned, with 8%c bid, and all sales 
were within this range—practically all at 
the asked price. The demand is good both 
from local dealers and for cold storage pur- 
poses. To both interests the ante-Easter 
trade is satisfactory both in price and quali- 
ty of eggs being received, although there is 
a wide difference, according to the loca- 
tion of the shipping point. Southern eggs, 
owing to the fact that they are not as clean 
and neat looking as Northern stock, gener- 
ally change hands at a discount of 4@%e 
under the market established for the bet- 
ter grades. 

Arrivals of fresh vegetables and straw- 
berries were rather light yesterday, but, 
owing to the cool weather, the tone of the 
market was firm. It is good keeping 
weather for everything in the produce line. 
Old stock was somewhat slow, but of this 
character of stuff the market is pretty well 
cleaned up. The only possible exception to 
the conditions indicated was in the case of 
green peas, which were in rather better 
supply than demand, and slow sale on a 
basis of 35@50c for Mississippi 1-3 bu boxes. 

Only about one car-load of radishes came 
up from the South, which made offerings less 
than usual, and choice stock rather more

INDORSES THE { 1-2 PER CENT LBYY. 


tee to Support Bill That Overtops 
Bankers’ Recommendation. 


The Engineering committee of the Drain- 
age Board yesterday afternoon agreed to 
support the bill now pending in the Legis- 
lature extending the 1% per cent tax levy 
of the board for two years longer. 

When the drainage act was first passed the 
lumit of taxation was % of 1 per cent. Sub- 
sequently it was increased to 1% per cent 
for three years, ending with 1897, after 
which it was to be % of 1 per cent again. 
A few months ago the board, wishing to re- 
tain the higher limit, invited a committee of 
bankers to investigate its wants and advise 
it what limit it needed and should ask for 
after 1897. This committee advised a limit 
of 1 per cent, and the board accordingly 
caused a bill to that effect to be introduced 
into the Legislature. * Subsequently another 
bill was introduced providing for a limit of 
1% per cent, but who was the author of it 
is a disputed point, though some attribute 
it to Trustee Jones.
